Saudi Market Update 


• TASI closed 0.1% higher at 8,353 while NOMU ended 7.5% higher at 
7,315 on Thursday. TASI traded value totaled SAR 3.5bn and averaged 
SAR 4.8bn over the last 30 days. The five most active stocks (by value) 
in TASI accounted for 30% of the daily traded value. 

• MSCI Emerging Markets ended 0.6% higher on Friday, trading at P/E 
(TTM) of 15.6x vs. 18.8x for TASI. 

• Banks declined 0.2% while Materials gained 0.7%. Telecom closed 
0.6% lower. Cons. Durables & Apparel (up 2.7%) was the best 
performing sector. Among stocks, Al Sorayai Trading and Industrial 
Group Co. (1213/ALSO RAYA AB), Basic Chemical Industries Co. 
(1210/BCI AB), and Lazurde Co for Jewelry (4011/LAZURDE AB) led 
the gainers. 

• The Minister of Energy revealed that Khafji oilfield, which is jointly 
operated by KSA and Kuwait, will resume production gradually to 
produce 325,000 oil barrels per day (bpd) by the end of 2020. Further, 
KSA will also embark on new projects at the Dorra offshore gas field 
soon. (Source: Argaam) 

• According to Saudi Electricity Co. (5110/SECO AB), a ministerial 
committee headed by the Minister of Energy is currently studying the 
privatization of power stations. The committee is also responsible for 
restructuring the company as well as the sector in order to ensure its 
technical and financial sustainability. (Source: Argaam) 

• Saudi Electricity Co.’s (5110/SECO AB) subsidiary, Saudi Electricity 
Company for Projects Development, signed 2 contracts to provide 
consultancy and technical services for Egyptian Electricity 
Transmission Company in 3 stations in Egypt and Sudan. (Source: 
Argaam) 

• National Gas & Industrialization Co. (2080/NGIC AB) denied reports 
about changing the prices of liquefied petroleum gas (LPG). The 
company added that LPG prices have not seen any changes except for 
the value-added tax (VAT), which is calculated at 5% of the gas 
cylinder’s original price. (Source: Argaam) 

• National Commercial Bank (1180/NCB AB) BoD recommended a cash 
dividend of SAR 1.2 per share for 2H19, implying a full year-yield of 
4.9%. (Source: Argaam)
